tion of knowleds, as was then thought 
neceſſary z made the greateſt part. of 
ſuch Perſqns of both Sexcs too much 
to ſlighr it. And even thoſe of them _ 
that did not ſo, yet were eafily perfwa- 
ded to think it roo much beneath them, 
to be Catechized only by 2 Form, des 
f gned ro fit Children for Confirmation ; 
and therefore generally forbore comin 
to that neceſſary Ordinazce, fo SS 
altogether. Yea, and many Parnts 
and Maſters of Families , poſſeſfed wich 
thole prejudices , bre, theix Children 
and Seryants to the Learning of other 
Carecki/ {ſms at, home, ro the Payage e- 
ment of the publick Form, and Es.

Some of the Anſwers of this Cate- 
chiſm, I confeſs, are log. Bur, as 
that could not be well avoided by me, 
in the compoſing thereof, upon divers 
points handled therein : ſo will it, m the 
iſſue prove no diſadvantage to the 
Teacher , or Learner. For ordinarily , 
where the Anſwers are large, in any parr, 
they are but few : and withall, moſt of 
them are'fo compoſed, that the Catechiff, 
inthe uſe of them, may, for the trial 
of the Learners underſtanding , ſub- 
divide them eafily into ſeveral Queſtions 
and Anſvers of a lefler ſize. 

I have added Scripture-Proofs to all 
the Anſwers, where they were proper 
and requiſite; and directed by Letters, 
ro what branches. of them ſuch Proofs 
are aſſigned : which accordinply, are 
either found expreſly inſuch Scriptares, 
or deducible by cafie conſequence from 
them.

I haven all the Explicatory Queſtions 
and Anſwers, endeavoured to luper- 
ſtrut nothing -upon my Foundation 
(the Church Catechiſm,) but what evident- 
ly futes the ſcope and deſign thereof : 
and what, in my beſt judgment, is:a- 
greeable to the Doftrine of this Charch, © 
expreſled in the Form of Common Prayers, 
the Articles of Relizion,and rhe Book of Ho- 
milies : avoiding purpoſely the medling 
with,and much more determining, any 
nice Scholaſtical controverſies, wherein 
goed and learned Men among our lelves. 
are divided in their Judgments; and uſing 
tholeTermes, wherein generally all agree 
in the explication of thoſe Points ; as

112 uf Poſtſcript to the Reader: 
I kave compoſed; this Catechiſm meerly 
of Queſtions without Anſwers, for the moſt 
Part - Becauſe the Anſwers to'them, are to 
be found in the very words, or plain ſenſe, 
of the larger Anſwers themfelves, in the 
Grammatical Conſtruction of them. So 
©that the ſame way,whereby we bring School- 
boys to find the Nominative Caſe to a Verb, 
or Antecedent-to a Relative, &c. will, in a 
little uſe of this method , prompt the dul- 
leſt Child to the Anſiver he is to make. 

In ſome Queftions, I confeſs, (as thoſe 
about the Trinity,) the Anſwers are expreF- 
{ed ; becauſe the Catechiſm to which this 
is adapted, affords them not expreſſy, O- 
thers there are,which are to be found there, 
only in the ſenſe : but generally, the Que- 
ſtions in ſuch caſes, lead only to the ſhort 


Anſwers of yea, or 0. . 
In the whole, 1 deſigned perſpicuous bre- 


vity. But if any Catechiſt that ſhall con- 
deſcend to take this Catechiſtical Scheme 
for a Patern, ſhall think it too ſhort ; he 
may himſelf remedy that fault, by enlarg- 
ing upon this Groundwork, as he finds the 
capacity of the Children Catechiſed. This 
is only done to his hand, as a proof of what 
may be done in this kind, for the improve- 
ment of the youngeſt Children , till they 
come to be capable of farther Inſtruction in 
2 larger Catechiſm ; whether this of mine, 
or any other, that ſhall be thought fitter for 


uſe.
